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NOTICE TO OVERSEERS OF THE Poor, 


To the Overseers of the Poor of the citzes and several 
towns in Merrimack County: 


Your attention is directed to an Act of 1897, in amend- 
ment of Section 6 of Chapter $3 of the Public Statutes 
of New Hampshire as follows, viz. : 

** No town shall be liable for the support of any per- 
son, unless he, or the person under whom he derives 
his settlement, shall have wholly gained a settlement 
therein during the ten years last preceding the date of 
application for support.” 

Also Sections 2, 5 and 6 of Chapter 85 of the Public 
Statutes, as follows: 

SEecT. 2. The County Commissioners may make 
needful orders and regulations for the removal of county 
paupers to the county poor farm, or any other place by 
them designated; and no town shall be entitled to com- 
pensation for the support of a county pauper after notice 
of, and neglect to comply with such order. 

SEecT. 5. The Overseers of the Poor shall take and 
transmit to the County Commissioners, within thirty 
days after the expenditures were made, the affidavit of 
every pauper on whose account they were made, if the 
pauper is capable, otherwise of some well informed 
person, as to the pauper’s age, place of birth, places of 
residence, time of residence in each place, and the time 
when and the place where he or any of his family have 
been relieved or supported. 
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Sect. 6. It shall be the duty of the County Com- 
missioners to contract with the Overseers of the Poor of 
a town for the support of any county paupers therein 
who have resided for a long time or have local associa- 
tions in such®’town and desire to remain there, if it is 
thought}. best to do so, and the cost of such suppor 
will not exceed one dollar and fifty cents a week for eachy 
pauper. 

We would also call your attention to Chapter 84, 
Sections 9, 10, 11, and request you to see that the pro- 
visions of said statutes are complied with before furnish- 
ing aid at the expense of the county. 
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PUBLIC STATUTES, 


CHAPTER 84. 


LAWS IN RELATION TO AID FURNISHED TO INDIGENT 
SOLDIERS, AND PROVIDING FOR ENTRANCE TO THE 
SoLpIERS’ HOME IN CERTAIN CASES. 


SEcT. 9. Whenever any person resident in this 
state, who enlisted in the quota of this state, and was 
reckoned and served as a soldier or sailor from New 
Hampshire in the army or navy of the United States, in 
the War of the Rebellion, and who received an honor- 
able discharge, not being under guardianship or legal 
restraint, shall become poor and unable to provide 
maintenance for himself and dependent family, such 
person, his wife, widow, or minor children, or such of 
the children as are unable to maintain themselves, shall 
be supported at the public expense in the town or city 
of their abode, at their own home or any such place, 
other than a town or county almshouse, as the overseers 
of the poor or county commissioners shalldeem right or 
proper, but no person shall receive aid under the pro- 
visions of this section unless he has resided in this state 
three years or more before making application for such 
aid; and no person shall, while receiving aid under the 
provisions of this section, use intoxicating liquor to an 
extent which shall render him incapable of working at 
his usual occupation; and no person receiving aid under 
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the provisions of this section shall sell any article fur- 

nished him, nor exchange them for intoxicating liquors, 

nor share any such aid with any persons other than — 
those above named as being entitled to the benefit of 
these provisions. Any person receiving aid under the 

provisions of this section, who receives a pension from 

the United States government, shall, while receiving 

such aid, apply the pension to the support of himself 
and dependent family, and shall, when requested, fur- 

nish to the overseers of the poor or the county commis- 

sioners satisfactory proof that such pension has been so 

applied. Any person applying for such aid _ shall, 

when requested, furnish to the county commissioners or 

the overseers of the poor the certificate of a reputable 

physician, resident in the county in which he lives, as 

to the incapacity on his part to perform manual labor. 

Neglect by any person applying for or receiving aid 

under the provisions of this section to comply with the 

foregoing provisions and conditions of this section so 

far as such person is concerned, and such person may 

be supported,at the town or county almshouse. 

SEcT. 10. The expense of support furnished under 
the provisions of the preceding section shall be kept and 
reported in a separate account under the head of ** Aid 
furnished to dependent soldiers and their families,” and 
not in the general pauper account, but shall be recover- 
able of the person, town or county liable therefor as in 
other cases.* 

SECT. 11. The county commissioners or the over- 
seers of the poor of any town may require any person 
applying for aid under the provisions of section 9 of this 
chapter, who is eligible for admission, to make applica- 


* This section was passed by the house and senate, but was omitted from 
the engrossed bill. Such references are made to it in the engrossed bill that 
it is evident the legislature intended it should be a part of the law. 
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tion for admission to the New Hampshire Soldiers’ 
Home, in case he has no family or settled place of 
abode, whenever in their discretion they deem it best; 
and if such person refuses to make such application, or 
if admitted refuses to go to said Soldiers’ Home, the 
county or town shall be relieved from the provisions of 
the preceding sections so far as such person is con- 
cerned, and he may be supported at the county or town 
almshouse. 


AID TO PERSONS QUARANTINED. 


It sometimes becomes necessary to assist a family 
when quarantined on account of scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, etc., by reason of its being deprived of the oppor- 
tunity to earn wages, or from other causes, and to 
provide for which the following law was enacted by the 
last legislature, and approved March 11, 1899: 

SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is 
placed in quarantine by a board of health, to protect the 
public against smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or 
any other dangerous, infectious or contagious disease, 
is shall be the duty of said board to assist such person 
or family while in quarantine in such manner as in the 
judgment of the board may be deemed wise or neces- 
sary. 

Sect. 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such part 
thereof as the board may determine, shall be deemed a 
legitimate expenditure for the protection of the public 
health and shall be charged to the account of incidental 
expenses, but not to any indigent or pauper account, 
nor shall such expenditure be construed to mean a 
public aid to the person or persons so quarantined and 
assisted, unless such person or persons are already 
paupers as defined by the Public Statutes. 
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(<> The law would seem to solve, in a thoroughly 
satisfactory way, a question which heretofore has been 
considerable of a problem in some localities. The entire 
matter is left to the judgment of the local board of 
health, and whatever aid the board may deem to be 
wise and necessary to extend to the families in question 
must be paid by the town and charged up as provided 
for in section 2. 
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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


As required by the laws of the state of New Hamp- 
shire, we herewith respectfully submit the reports of 
the county commissioners, treasurer, superintendents 
of the county farm and house of correction, clerk 
of supreme court, sheriff, jailor, solicitor, farm physi- 
cian, and auditors, for the year ending December 31, 
19OO : 

FARM. 

At the farm, the improvements and repairs com- 
menced last year, have been continued and practically 
finished. The buildings are in first-class condition, and 
with the exception of painting the barns, and ordinary 
repairs, will require but very small outlay for some 
time. During the past year the main house has been 
shingled and outside woodwork painted. New return 
steam pipes have been putin basement. ‘The hot water 
system was not sufficient to give the required supply, 
and it became necessary to put in a larger boiler and 
new system of piping. A new copper boiler of 250 
gallons capacity has been been placed in the basement, 
which, with the enlarged water pipes, gives an ample 
supply of hot water for the kitchens, laundries and 
bath-rooms. The boiler formerly used has been 
placed at the asylum building, the one in use there 
having given out. The floors and halls in the inmates’ 
department have all been painted. | 
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ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 


An arrangement was effected with the Harris Broth- 
ers, of Penacook, to extend their electric light line 
from Boscawen to the farm, and a contract made for 
three years to supply the power for 200 16-candle power 
lights, at an expense of $500 per year. The contract 
for wiring and furnishing lamps, etc., was awarded, 
under bids, to Harry W. Burleigh, of Franklin, for 
$475. Lights are now running in nearly all the build- 
ings, giving perfect satisfaction, and when completed 
will give a system of lighting throughout all the build- 
ings. While this change has involved quite an expense, 
yet we feel justified, not only for convenience but for 
the safety of the buildings and the inmates, in keeping 
pace with our sister counties and the times. 


WOODSHED. 


A bank wall, for the support of the large woodshed, 
has been laid, at an expense of $700. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


Two new hydrants have been put in the main water 
supply for fire protection, and new gates placed in the 
main pipes, so that each building can be shut off inde- 
pendently. Heretofore, if repairs on the pipe were 
necessary, the supply to all the buildings was cut off, 
one gate controlling the entire system. 


JAIL. 


The jail has required no extraordinary repairs, and 
buildings are in good condition. The fences around 
the lot are badly out of repair, and should be either 
taken down, or new ones built. 
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No action has been taken in the matter as it was 
considered that other repairs at the farm were more 
needed both for the preservation of the buildings and 
the comfert of the inmates. 


INMATES AT FARM. 


There has been no material change in the number of 
inmates supported at the farm. ‘The average number 
being about 160. For a more accurate account we 
invite your attention to the detailed report of the super- 
intendents herewith annexed. 

Dr. H. C. Holbrook, of Penacook, the county phy- 
Sician, has attended to the unfortunate sick, and by his 
long-continued services has acquainted himself thor- 
oughly with the inmates and their ailments. The 
interest and zeal manifested by him to alleviate their 
sufferings has been a source of gratification to the com- 
missioners and all concerned. - 

Many thanks are due to the ladies of the W. C. T. 
U., of Franklin, for their kindly visits to the institution, 
and the many remembrances left by them. The 
hearts of the inmates for a number of years have been 
gladdened at Christmas by generous gifts of Mrs. 
Nathaniel White, of Concord. 


THE INSANE. 


A class which is gradually increasing is the insane. 
Owing to the lack of accommodations, it became neces- 
sary last year to enlarge our asylum, and twenty-four 
rooms were added. | 

All county cases of insanity are committed to the New 
Hampshire asylum, and supported there for treatment 
until pronounced incurable. When science and care 

can do no more for them, they are removed to our own 
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asylum. With our increased facilities aud sanitary 
arrangements, which are second to none in the state, 
we believe they can be as well cared for as elsewhere. 
They have plenty of nourishing food, are kept warm, 
clean, humanely treated, and receive such medical 
attention as they require. ‘This is all that can be done 
anywhere for these poor unfortunates. At the present 
time there are 22 males and 30 females. The men are 
under the charge of Mr. Craig, and the women in care 
of Mrs. Barnard, who by their long experience are 
specially adapted for this service. 


EXPENSES OF MAINTENANCE. 


The amount of orders drawn against the

The receipts of the farm varied but little, and are 
practically the same as the year before.

Again the report of the farm inventory shows a 
decrease. 

To the long-continued drought during the past sum- 
mer is largely due this decrease; the hay and other 
crops being nearly an entire failure. This, added to 
the amount of orders drawn against the farm, would 
increase the cost of support of the inmates. 
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POOR AWAY FROM FARM. 


The ‘* poor are always with us,” and we are in duty 
bound to relieve the wants of the needy away from the 
farm as far as may be consistent. We are satisfied 
that we have had the support and co-operation of the 
overseers of the poor in our several towns in helping 
the unfortunates, and keeping the expenses as low as 
the circumstances would permit.

To Commisstoners of Merrimack County: 


GENTLEMEN: It gives me pleasure to present to you 
at this time my annual report as chaplain of the County 
Farm. : ; 

During the past year services have been held twice a 
month; apart from these services I have made frequent 
visits to the sick and infirm. I have conducted seven 
funeral services. 

Opportunity has been given me to have interviews 
with prisoners whenever time permitted ; such instances 
have proved oftentimes more direct in appealing to the 
prisoner than the service of preaching. 

The services have been models of good behavior 
and quietness. I am glad to say that no person, in any 
way connected with the institution, has ever regretted 
looking in upon the audience during a Sunday service. 

Many have come to the institution for a brief term, 
others have come fora longer time. Such cases I have 
tried to point into a better life and living; some have 
resolved to quit the old life, others are discouraged. I 
am deeply convinced that no man or woman sent to 
Merrimack County Farm can honestly say that they did 
not get encouragement to lead a better life. It is due 
to the past and present superintendent and matron, that 
I have received from them every courtesy and aid in my 
capacity as chaplain. Also, for the same as extended 
to me from the present board of commissioners.
